WueEN any new Laws are made for the Security 
of the Government, it isa very common Objeétion of 
the Patriots; — That it is contrary to the anciertt 
Conttitution; but when they have a Point of their 
own to carry, the ancient Conftitution is quite out of 
the Cate. 

A Law to enable the Commiffioners of thé Cuftons 
or Excife to determine Canfes without a Jury, is a 
dangerous Encreachment upon the original Charter of 
our Conftirution ; but a Law to fubject the King to 
the Determination of a Court Martial, is no En- 
croachment at all, but a moft excellent Contrivanee 
of modern Patriotifm. 

A Reftraint upon any Branch of Trade, or any 
new Reguiation in the Collecting the Revenue, is a 


Violation of Magna Charta, and deftruétive of the of 


Liberties of the People ; but Laws to reftrain the 
ancient Prerogative of the Crown, in the conferring 
of Places and Rewards, are propofed with no other 


View, than to ftrengthen the Proteftant Succeffion, 


by difabling the King from employing his Friends.’ 
It is certainly treating Mankind as if they were 

out of their Senfes ; for a Parcel of Men to make an 

eternal Clamour about the ancient Conftitution upon 


every trifling Occafion, when they themfelves are ° 


at the fame Time endeavouring to ftab that fame 
fpecifick, identical Conftitution to rhe Heart. 

In reality, ic fignifics nothing to us, what the 
ancient Conftirution was, nor what were the Ulages 
and Cuftoms of our Forefathers:: The main Point 
to be confidered is, whether they are adapted 'to our 
prefent Convenience or not, for we are no more 
obliged to he the Laws of our Anceftots, 
than their Pr bound them: We have the 
fame Right to énaét and repeal what Laws we 
pleafe, as they had, and when we judge proper, we 
fhall exercife our Power accordingly. 

Ths Conftirution is an afiemblage of Laws, 
Cuftoms and Ufages,: which are in a conftant Fluétu- 
ation ; our Laws areot like the Laws of the Medes 
and Perfians, unalterable, but revokable at Pleafure : 
Even the Succeffion of the Crown and the national 
Religion, have’ been frequently altered by the Par- 
liament; nor can any good Reafon be afligned, why 
the Conftitution of the Body Politick, fhould not 
be repaired and amended, from Time to Time, as 
well as the Conftitution of the Body Natural. 4 

Ancient Conftitution, undue Influence, Bri- 
bery and Corruption, are only Names and Sounds to 
amufe the People with : The Leaders of the Party 
are very fenfible, that big Words make a great [m- 
preffion upon the Cofmmonalty, who catch the Sound 
one from another, and arc play’d off like a Parcel 
of Ey pets, and very often as little interefted in the 
Droll. 

But thank Heaven, the Game of Patriotifm is 
almoft at an End, and begins to be made as great a 
Jeft of, as the Danger of the Church : Iam apt to 
think Mr. D* Anvers’s religions Thoughts are partly 
owing to this Declenfion in Politicks ; but I would 
not advife him to be too bufy with thefe nice Points 
of Divinity at firft, but rather to read fome good 
practical Books, fuchas Dr. Sherlock upon Death, and 
the whole Duty of Maw; but above all, I would re- 
commend to his rious Perufal, two excellent 
Treatifes, cntituled, 4 hich Heel for a Dwarf in 
Chrift, and Mr. Baxter's call to the Unconverted.
